the state 
the other day. 
It requires the coming 
home of 
1*20,000 cow« 
to supply 
the 
milk from which h »3 makes his annua] 
output of butter. 
He has made and 
sold 11,000,000 pounds of that produce 
last year and received $2,'>00,000 for it. 
Of course he did uot agitate the churn 
dasher that thrashed all the butter out 
but the employes of 109creameries that 
he owns and controls managed to churn 
it. 
He is the largest butter producer 
in the world, 
and 
1 5 years 
ago he 
started business with 
only one small 
creamery. At present It requires tw en­ 
ty car loads, or more than 0,000 tons of 
salt to salt the butter that he turns out 
every year, and 0,000 to supporter feed 
the cows that furnish the milk. 
He is 
only a hayseed citizen, 
but is doing
